The  DWQ  does  not  have  the  information  to  answer  your  questions  and  recommends  that 
you  contact  the  regional  BLM  Office  and/or  the  Local  Health  Department.  DWQ  does  not 
issue  health  advisories  ...  this  is  the  LHD's  role.  I believe  BLM  has  issued  an  advisory  of 
some  sort  but  I do  not  have  a copy  and  could  not  find  it  on  their 
site  http://www.blm.gov/ut/st/en/fo/monticello/recreation/penTiits/san  iuan  river.html 

I am  sorry  that  I cannot  answer  your  questions  below.  We  are  working  to  create  a webpage  for 
the  public...  but  I can  only  refer  you  to  others  at  this  point.  Both  the  BLM  and  LHD  are  cc'd 
above  and  I left  them  messages  about  your  inquiry.  DWQ  is  in  the  process  of  monitoring  the 
San  Juan  as  the  plume  enters  Utah  but  we  do  not  yet  have  water  chemistry  to  post.  I am  sorry  for 
this  unfortunate  situation.
